Students at academic risk are defined as students who
score—not—met are _not meeting _grade level standards in_ English language
arts/reading and mathematics as evidenced by summative state assessments in en
grades three through eight inreadinrg-and-mathematics-state-assessments or students
who on are not track to meeting or exceeding English lanquage arts/reading or
mathematics standards by the end of third grade. Public charter schools, the Palmetto
Unified School District, and the Department of Juvenile Justice must also receive a
proportionate per pupil allocation based on the number of students at academic risk of
school failure served.
